To  the  class  of  2004: 


It  has  been  my  pleasure  and  honor  to  create  this  book  for  my  fellow  graduates  of  2004. 
In  your  hands  you  hold  the  2004  Scrimshaw.  I  have  an  enormous  amount  of  pride  in  this  book 
and  the  staff  that  helped  to  create  it.  This  book  is  the  culmination  of  a  lot  of  hard  work  by 
a  group  of  very  dedicated  students.  Creating  the  2004  Scrimshaw  was  a  more  difficult  task 
than  any  previous  Scrimshaw  staff  had  encountered. 

Last  year,  as  the  Life  Section  Editor  for  the  Scrimshaw  I  learned  a  great  many  things,  specifically, 
how  much  work  it  takes  to  publish  a  yearbook.  We  had  worked  an  entire  year  to  create 
a  beautiful  publication.  The  hard  work  of  last  year's  editor  Lara  Henderson  and  myself  continued 
through  finals  week  and  into  the  summer  months.  We  both  endured  many  sleepless  nights 
in  our  office  designing  pages  and  typing  articles.

It  has  become  tradition  for  the  Scrimshaw 
staff  to  select  a  student  from  the  graduat- 
ing class  and  feature  their  dedication  to 
the  university  in  a  student  profile  in  the 
yearbook.  This  year's  student  of  the  year 
is  Jarrad  Plante.  Jarrad,  the  president  of 
the  Golden  Key  Honour  Society  has  been 
a  Resident  Assistant,  and  has  organized 
many  programs  across  campus  includ- 
ing the  annual  Residence  Hall  Softball 
season.  He  traveled  to  Alabama  on  his 
spring  break  to  participate  in  the  Habitat  for 
Humanity  program.  He  is  a  graduate  of  the 
class  of  2004,  Magna  Cum  Laude.  Jarrad 
attended  UMass  rallies  at  the  State  House 
in  Boston  in  2002  and  2003,  and  was 
photographed  in  both  the  2002  and  2003 
Scrimshaw  for  doing  so. 


How  did  you  first  become  involved  on 
campus? 

My  first  year  here  I  took  part  in  the  fresh- 
man leadership  symposium,  That  opened 
many  doors  of  opportunity  for  me.  I  got  to 
meet  a  lot  of  great  people  who  would  help 
me  out  for  the  next  three  years  that  I  was 
here.  [Director  of  Student  Activities]  Jamie 
Jacquart  was  one  of  the  people  who  or- 
ganized the  symposium  and  he  would  be 
resource  to  me  later  in  my  UMD  career. 

Where  did  you  go  from  there? 

I  met  Samma  Gamel,  an  English  teacher 
who  recommended  me  to  work  in  the  Writ- 


ing and  Reading  Center.  I  worked  there  for 
seven  semesters  as  a  tutor  and  mentor.  I 
did  workshops  and  got  to  work  with  interna- 
tional students.  This  past  semester  I  worked 
on  a  newsletter  to  keep  students  informed 
of  what  we  were  doing  at  the  Writing  and 
Reading  Center. 
My  sophomore  year,  I  attended  the  "Save 
UMass"  rally  in  Boston  in  hopes  to  lower 
student  fees  and  prevent  an  increase  in 
tuition.  That  rally  was  definitely  a  positive 
experience.  It  helped  me  to  become  more 
aware  of  the  community.  It  fit  right  in  with 
what  I  was  learning  in  the  classroom.  Things 
like  the  presidential  election  were  happen- 
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ing  then  too.  I  became  much  more  knowl- 
edgeable about  what  was  going  on  in  the 
state.  For  a  state  that  is  so  affluent  its  a  shame 
that  they  don't  value  higher  education  as  they 
should.  They  need  to  come  here  and  see  what 
we  have  to  offer,  and  experience  the  UMass 
Dartmouth  community. 

What  things  were  you  involved  in  your 
Junior  year? 

That  was  really  when  things  got  busy  for  me. 
My  junior  year  was  my  first  year  as  an  RA,  in 
Phase  I,  now  Roberts  Hall.  I  was  very  fortunate 
to  have  great  staff  members  and  fellow  RAs. 
We  formed  a  tight  bona,  so  much  so  that  we 
still  meet  up  as  a  group.  It's  very  important  to 
me  that  I  keep  in  touch  with  all  the  people  that 
I've  met  here.  They  are  people  that  were  very 
important  to  me  and  I  want  to  make  sure  that  I 
keep  in  contact  with  them. 

Can  you  describe  your  experience  as  an 
RA? 

When  you're  an  RA,  its  a  big  part  of  your 
life.  It  starts  right  when  you  start  RA  training.  You 
meet  a  lot  of  people  right  at  the  beginning, 
and  keep  on  meeting  people  throughout  the 
year.  The  job  goes  far  beyond  the  job  descrip- 
tion. The  programs  we  put  on  that  year  in 
Phase  I  were  great.  We  aid  about  1 0  programs 
each  semester.  We  tried  to  reach  out  to  the 
whole  buiiaing  community.  We  did  everything 
from  whiffle  ball  tournaments  to  Chinese  stir  fry 
night  on  Chinese  new  year,  We  had  a  Septem- 
ber 1 1  th  one  year  anniversary  remembrance, 
ana  that  was  very  moving  for  a  lot  of  people. 
I  really  feel  that  we  did  an  excellent  job  of 
reaching  out  to  stuaents  in  our  building  ana 
all  across  campus.  It  was  an  experience  I  will 
never  forget. 

How  did  you  become  part  ot  Golden  Key? 

I  was  inducted  into  Goiaen  Key  first  semes- 
ter of  my  junior  year.

We  got  a  lot  of  help  from  a  lot  of  different 
people.  This  year  we  were  able  to  establish 
an  office  from  an  old  storage  closet.  We 
haa  our  annual  induction  ceremony  in 
October,  ana  inducted  1  70  new  members. 
We  had  a  meeting  the  next  day  and  it  was 
great  to  see  so  many  of  the  new  members 
there.  The  turnout  was  huge.  We  were  able 
to  retain  a  lot  more  of  those  new  members 
that  we  did  the  year  before.  That  means  a 
lot  for  the  future  of  the  organization. 


What  events  did  Golden  Key  sponsor  this 
year? 

We  do  a  lot  of  programs.  We  did  a 
"Cards  for  kids"  program  earlier  in  the  year 
where  students  came  to  make  holiday 
cards  for  kids  at  St.  Luke's  hospital  in  New 
Bedford.  We  delivered  over  1 00  caras.  We 
teamed  up  with  our  sister  chapter  at  UMass 
Amherst  to  take  part  in  "Make  a  Difference 
Day".  We  all  went  to  Elm  Park  in  Worcester 
and  spent  the  day  cleaning  it  up.  We  had 
a  blast.  The  people  we  met  were  great, 
We  put  on  a  luncheon  for  eiaerly.  We  took 
part  in  the  "adopt  a  family"  program  for  the 
holidays.  We  also  helped  campus  activities 
board  with  Mr.  UMD  anO  Ms.  UMD.

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Student  Life

Moving  into  the  Residence  Halls  in  Fall  2003  was 
a  memorable  experience.  There  was  the  usual 
greeting  of  friends  one  had  not  seen  over  the 
summer  and  the  excitement  of  what  the  new 
semester  would  hold.  However,  for  many  on- 
campus  students  moving  back  to  the  Residence 
Halls  that  semester  was  memorable  for  a  slightly 
different  reason  -  the  overcrowding.  Many  residents 
quickly  found  themselves  in  the  cramped  space 
of  temporary  triples  often  times  sharing  a  kitchen 
table  as  a  desktop  due  to  the  short  availability  of 
furniture.  Doing  what  they  could  to  accommodate 
the  excess  numbers,  housing  provided  three- 
drawer  storage  bins  for  the  rooms  with  out  desks 
and  gave  a  percentage  room  discount  to  the 
individuals  that  in  such  situations.  Even  all  the  triples 
were  not  enough  as  the  overfilled  dorms  spilled 
the  extra  1 80  incoming  freshmen  into  the  local 
Days  Inn  hotel  where  they  commuted  to  and  from 
classes  via  scheduled  Dart  Van  trips.  It  was  a  trying 
time  for  students,  parents,  and  the  housing  staff 
alike  but  through  a  lot  of  cooperation,  hard  work, 
and  understanding  many  of  the  triples  were  broken 
down  by  the  Spring  semester  and  all  of  the  student 
from  the  Days  Inn  were  able  to  return  to  a  more 
normal  living  environment  on  campus.  Fortunately, 
plans  soon  went  into  place  to  ensure  that  the  same 
situation  will  not  arise  again  as  the  University  looks 
into  adding  new  housing  projects  to  meet  the 
demand  for  on  campus  living  that  the  environment 
of  this  growing  community  has  produced.

Many  UMass  Dartmouth  freshmen  were 
forced  to  live  in  the  Days  Inn  in  New  Bedford 
for  the  first  semester  of  their  college  careers, 
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With  the  opening  of  two  new  residence  halls 
in  2003,  UMass  Dartmouth  increased  its 
resident  capacity  by  more  than  800  beds. 
Students  who  had  enOured  the  frustrations  of 
overcrowded  dorms  in  the  past  were  relieved 
with  the  opening  of  Pine  Dale  and  Oak  Glen 
Halls  in  the  hope  that  they  would  mark  the 
end  of  scarce  on-campus  housing.  It  only  got 
worse.  In  one  of  the  biggest  mistakes  in  the 
history  of  this  university,  the  residence  areas 
of  campus  were  overbooked  by  more  than 
400  students,  The  office  of  admissions  never 
communicated  with  the  office  of  housing  to 
determine  the  correct  number  of  students 
to  offer  on-campus  living  and  as  a  result  the 
office  of  housing  was  given  too  many  students 
and  nowhere  to  place  them.  The  only  solution 
to  this  delicate  problem  was  to  place  1 80 
residents  at  the  Days  Inn  in  New  Bedford  and 
force  the  remaining  overbookees  as  third 
roommates  into  existing  double  rooms.  In  a 
year  where  the  housing  crunch  was  to  finally 
be  resolved,  the  original  four  residence  halls 
were  all  booked  to  record  capacity  with  1 1 2 
more  students  waiting  to  move  into  them. 
Students,  parents  and  housing  staff  were  all 
put  under  extreme  pressure.  The  residential 
areas  became  a  boiling  pot  for  the  first  several 
months  of  the  2003-2004  academic  year. 
There  were  too  many  people  crammed  into 
too  small  of  an  area.  With  the  increase  of 
residents,  the  older,  worn-out  buildings  had 
a  higher  demand  for  maintenance,  which 
the  office  of  housing  could  not  meet.  Many 
students  opted  to  leave  the  university  as  the 
living  conditions  were  simply  unacceptable. 
Just  as  quickly  as  students  withdrew  from  the 
halls,  new  residents  would  move  into  their 
places  from  the  Days  Inn,  leaving  literally 
no  room  for  relief.  It  would  take  an  entire 
semester  before  all  the  students  housed  at 
the  hotel  in  New  Bedford  would  find  homes  on 
campus.  After  a  semester  of  hotel  life  they  felt 
exhausted.  The  office  of  housing  was  left  with 
many  unhappy  customers,  an  extreme  hotel 
bill  and  a  further  bedraggled  reputation. 
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"There  are  just  too  many  people  on  campus,"  says 
freshman  John  Tucker,  "I'm  late  for  class  all  the  time 
because  I  can't  find  a  place  to  park."  This  is  an  all 
too  familiar  frustration  for  many  UMass  Dartmouth 
commuter  students.  On-campus  parking  has  been  an 
increasing  problem  at  UMass  Dartmouth  for  the  past 
five  years.  In  2004  the  winter  contributed  to  the  problem 
as  snowbanks  occupied  a  large  percentage  of  parking 
spots  for  most  of  the  months  of  February  and  March. 
The  UMD  police  were  quick  to  ticket  those  who  parked 
where  the  only  available  space  could  be  found,  The 
problem  of  overcrowding  on  campus  is  now  finding  its 
way  into  the  classrooms. 

For  the  past  five  years  UMass  Dartmouth's  student 
population  has  increased  by  5%  yearly.  The  University 
is  making  several  attempts  to  increase  parking  and 
classroom  space  on  campus,  but  for  the  2003-2004 
academic  year,  students  just  had  to  learn  to  cope. 
"Many  times  in  my  Jazz  Appreciation  class  there 
aren't  enough  desks  for  all  the  students.  We  have  to 
take  them  from  other  classrooms,  then  they  do  the 
same  thing  to  ours.  It's  just  not  fair  to  us.  We're  paying 
for  this."  One  College  of  Visual  and  Performing  Arts 
student  commented.  In  fact,  classroom  space  is  a 
campus  wide  problem.  The  main  campus  was  built  in 
1 962,  designed  by  Paul  Rudolph,  His  vision  expressed 
a  desire  for  small  classrooms  and  intimate  teaching 
environments  between  students  and  professors.  In 
the  1 960's  the  average  class  size  at  Southeastern 
Massachusetts  University  was  under  30,  Now,  up  to  60 
people  are  being  forced  into  the  same  rooms.  These 
buildings  were  not  designed  to  handle  the  volume  of 
students  that  they  see  on  a  day  to  day  basis.  The  last 
major  classroom  additions  came  in  the  1 980's  with 
the  addition  of  the  Visual  and  Performing  Arts  building, 
also  known  as  Group  VI,  and  then  none  since  the 
Dion  Science  and  Engineering  building  was  built  later 
in  the  1 980's.  The  two  buildings  fall  victim  to  the  most 
overcrowded  classrooms  as  there  are  no  restrictions  on 
the  number  of  students  that  can  fit  in  a  room,  opposed 
to  Group  II  where  the  desks  are  permanent  fixtures  in 
the  classroom. 

In.  2003  the  university  made  the  decision  to  build 
a  new  facility  for  the  Charlton  College  of  Business. 
Construction  began  in  early  2004.  The  majority  of 
space  in  this  new  facility  is  dedicated  to  administrative 
offices  and  conference  space.,  including  a  new  office 
for  the  Chancellor.  There  will  also  be  classroom  space 
to  relieve  some  of  the  overcrowded  classes  which  are 
offered  in  the  Charlton  College  of  Business. 
UMass  administration  is  interested  in  increasing 
classroom  space  in  accordance  with  the  vision  to 
increase  the  student  population  in  the  future,  but  there 
are  no  plans  to  continue  expansion  beyond  the  new 
business  building  for  2005.

UMass  Dartmouth  residents  gather  in  the 
residential  quad  to  celebrate  the  Red  Sox 
playoff  series  victory  of  the  Oakland  Athletics. 
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On  the  night  of  October  6,  2003,  the  Boston  Red 
Sox  defeated  the  Oakland  Athletics  in  one  of  the 
most  exciting  playoff  series  in  Major  League  Baseball 
history.  Minutes  after  Derek  Lowe  completed  the 
game  with  a  strikeout  of  Oakland's  Terrence  Long, 
thousands  of  UMass  Dartmouth  residents  flooded 
the  residential  quad  and  surrounding  areas  to 
express  their  excitement  over  their  team's  triumphant 
victory.  An  estimated  2,000  residents  gathered. 
After  a  half  an  hour  of  celebration  the  situation 
turned  violent.  Bonfires  broke  out,  light  posts  were 
knocked  down,  and  fireworks  shot  through  the  night 
sky.  Furniture  could  be  seen  being  thrown  off  the 
third  floor  balconies  of  Roberts  and  Chestnut  Halls 
to  be  used  to  fuel  the  bonfires.  Fire  alarms  sounded 
throughout  every  residence  building,  forcing  the 
remainder  of  the  resident  students  to  the  chaotic 
environment  outside.  After  45  minutes  of  chaos, 
police  officers  from  New  Bedford,  Westport  and  Fall 
River  arrived  on  campus  in  an  attempt  to  control 
the  mob.  Within  an  hour,  armed  police  officers 
equipped  in  riot  gear  released  canines  into  the 
crowd.  As  the  dogs  dispersed  the  crowd,  smaller 
groups  gathered  on  the  other  side  of  the  residence 
halls  and  began  to  vandalize  cars  and  tip  over  trash 
dumpsters.  One  large  group  of  rioters  gathereO  in 
front  of  the  entrance  to  Maple  Ridge  Hall,  blocking  its 
entrance.  The  police  then  used  their  dogs  to  Preak 
up  the  smaller  groups,  arresting  anyone  who  did  not 
cooperate.  After  four  hours,  the  authorities  finally  took 
control  of  the  situation.  The  residential  quad  was  left 
in  shambles  as  fire  fighters  put  out  the  remaining 
flames.  Trash  littered  the  area  all  the  way  to  Ring 
Road.  By  the  end  of  the  evening  42  students  had 
been  arrested  for  crimes  of  resisting  arrest,  disorderly 
conduct,  and  public  displays  of  nudity. 
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After  a  year  of  increasing  anticipation,  the 
new  Cressy  Field  was  unveiled  in  the  Fall 
of  2003.  For  an  entire  year  the  old  Cressy 
Field  was  left  abandoned.  It  had  previously 
been  deemed  unsafe  for  athletic  use  on 
the  collegiate  level.  Through  the  hard  work 
and  dedication  of  the  athletic  department, 
a  new  state  of  the  art  field  was  constructed 
during  the  2003  academic  year.  The  football, 
soccer  and  lacrosse  teams  played  their 
home  games  at  nearby  Bishop  Stang  High 
School  in  New  Bedford  for  2003,  awaiting  for 
their  new  come  field  in  2004.  The  football 
team  recorded  a  perfect  regular  season  in 
2003  without  playing  one  down  on  campus. 
The  homecoming  was  long  awaited.  The  new 
field  has  a  synthetic  grass  playing  surface 
much  like  many  modern  professional  arenas. 
If  s  the  same  material  used  on  Tropicana 
Field  in  Tampa  Bay,  Florida  which  is  the  home 
of  the  Major  League  BasePall  club  Tampa 
Bay  Devil  Rays.  Student  athletes  are  thrilled 
to  be  able  to  compete  on  a  brand  new 
professional  quality  field.  The  1 .4  million  dollar 
facility  will  be  the  home  of  the  Corsair  football 
and  soccer  teams  in  the  fall,  and  lacrosse 
teams  in  the  spring  for  many  years  to  come. 
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The  ladies  lacrosse  team  practices  on  the 
new  synthetic  surface  of  renovated  Cressy  Field. 
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Michael  Moore,  Oscar  winning  filmmaker,  author 
and  TV  personality,  came  to  UMass  Dartmouth 
on  October  9th  2003.  Moore,  perhaps  best 
described  by  Steve  Feinberg  as,  "a  hideous 
creature  who  has  emerged  from  the  darkness 
of  Lower  Earth;  a  place  where  birds  do  not 
fly,  where  fish  do  not  swim,  where  the  hatred 
of  decency  and  common  sense  morphs  into 
comedy."  Some  of  his  books  include  "Stupid 
White  man,"  Down  Size  This,"  and  "Dude  Where's 
My  Country."  He  is  probably  most  known  for  his 
Oscar  winning  movie  "Bowling  for  Columbine." 
Moore  is  an  excellent  speaker,  not  in  the  sense 
that  he  can  flawlessly  deliver  a  speech  (he 
cannot)  but  in  the  sense  that  you  know  he's  just 
a  regular  guy  who  believes  in  something  and 
has  managed  to  get  himself  up  on  stage.  A  few 
highlights  from  the  night  were,  He  told  the  crowd 
to  avoid  the  local  news  and  watch  the  daily 
show,  Fox  News  and  MSNBC  took  big  hits,  after 
talking  about  how  Joe  Scarborough  asserted 
that  "Michael  Moore  hates  America,"  Mike 
announced  he  bought  the  domain  name  www. 
joescarboroughkilledhisintern.com  in  retaliation, 
and  On  Haliburton:  "For  every  American  soldier 
who  gets  killed,  they  should  sacrifice  a  mid  level 
Haliburton  executive.  Overall,  it  was  an  interesting 
event  to  say  the  least,  when  it  was  all  said  and 
done  students  left  inspired  by  either  his  words, 
infuriated  or  some  people  both. 
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For  the  second  time  in  three  years 
the  New  England  Patriots  found 
themselves  on  the  stage  of  the 
biggest  sporting  event  in  the  world, 
Superbowl  XXXVIII,  In  their  1  5th 
consecutive  victory  of  the  season, 
the  Pats  defeated  the  underdog 
Carolina  Panthers  32-29  in  one  of 
the  most  exciting  NFL  championship 
games  in  league  history.  With  the 
game  tied  at  29,  kicker  and  Superbowl 
XXXVI  hero  Adam  Vineteri  lined  up  to 
kick  a  game  winning  41  yard  field 
goal  with  9  seconds  remaining  on 
the  clock.  Kickers  dream  their  whole 
lives  of  kicking  a  field  goal  to  win 
the  Superbowl.  Adam  Vineteri  has 
done  it  twice.   Patriots  quarterback 
Tom  Brady  won  the  Superbowl  most 
valuable  player  award  for  the  second 
time  in  his  career  at  the  age  of  26, 
The  UMass  Dartmouth  campus  shook 
with  cheers  as  Vineteri's  kick  split  the 
uprights.  Residents  rushed  out  doors 
to  celebrate,  but  the  University  was 
prepared  this  time. 
In  light  of  the  events  that  transpired 
during  the  Red  Sox  playoff  run,     the 
Office  of  Housing  hired  (once  again) 
a  Mobile  Police  Command  Unit  and  a 
team  of  armed  officers  to  prevent  any 
rowdy  outbursts  in  the  residential  quad. 
There  were  no  outbursts  to  be  had  on 
this  night,   Rioting  was  the  last  thing  on 
any  ones  mind.  Our  team  had  won 
the  World  Football  Championship  for 
the  second  time  in  three  years.  The 
Patriots  had  succeeded  where  the 
Red  Sox  failed  us.  They  had  created 
a  dynasty  in  the  football  world.  They 
overcame  all  the  odds  and  win  1 5 
consecutive  games,  completing  their 
season  with  an  undefeated  record  in 
Foxboro. 
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On  February  7,  2004  the  second  "Ms.  UMD 
Pageant"  was  held  in  the  main  auditorium. 
The  event  was  sponsored  by  Campus 
Activities  Board,  Habitat  for  Humanity  and 
the  Women's  Resource  Center.  The  event 
was  a  huge  success,  with  overwhelming 
turnout.  The  event  showcased  the  talent  of 
some  of  UMass  Dartmouth's  most  beautiful 
female  students.  The  pageant  was  divided 
into  different  competitions,  including  an 
evening  gown  and  talent  competition,  The 
crown  winner  was  Angela  Poploski. 


The  Residence  Halls  Congress  held  their  3rd 
Annua!  Date  Auction  Wednesday  February 
25th  in  the  Commuter  Cafe.  Pamela 
Malatesta  and  Hardeep  Jassal,  both  on 
RHC,  were  the  co-hosts  for  the  night.  When 
asked  about  the  event,  Hardeep  replied, 
"I  thought  the  night  was  going  to  go  well, 
but  I  didn't  expect  all  these  people  to 
show  up."  The  auction  gathered  a  crowd 
of  more  than  1 50  people  who  were  being 
auctioned  off,  bidding  or  just  watching. 
The  bidding  started  at  $2  and  went  as 
high  as  $38  at  one  point.  The  winning 
bidder  won  a  dinner  date,  provided  by 
Sodexho.

National/International  News 


Terrorism  was  a  constant  threat  worldwide. 
Bombings  occurred  in  several  Muslim 
nations  with  western  ties.  Flights  into  the 
U.S.  were  periodically  canceled.  Equipment 
was  installed  at  airports  to  conduct  instant 
background  checks  on  visitors  to  the  U.S. 


Plans  are  in  place  for  new  construction  on 
the  site  of  the  World  Trade  Center,  which 
was  destroyed  on  9/1 1 .  If  built,  the  Freedom 
Tower  will  reach  1 ,776  feet  and  become  the 
tallest  building  in  the  world. 
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Concerns  remained  about  the  development 
of  nuclear  weapons  by  Iran  and  North  Korea. 
However,  Libya  agreed  to  dismantle  its 
nuclear  program. 
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In  January,  a  dangerous  cold  spell  gripped  the 
Northeast.  The  high  demand  for  electricity 
led  utility  companies  to  warn  residents  of 
possible  rolling  blackouts. 


A  European  heat  wave  killed  more  than 
14,000  people  in  late  summer.  As  illness 
and  deaths  increased,  a  crisis  developed 
at  French  hospitals  and  funeral  homes. 
French  citizens  were  angered  by  the  slow 
government  response. 
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We  found  him!  After  eight  months  of 
searching,  soldiers  of  the  U.S.  Army's  4th 
Infantry  Division  captured  Saddam  Hussein, 
former  Iraqi  dictator.  Meanwhile,  fighting 
continued  between  insurgents  and  coalition 
forces  as  it  had  since  the  fall  of  Iraq  in 
April  2003. 
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A  late  December  earthquake  killed  at  least 
25,000  people  in  Bam,  Iran.  Aid  teams  from  16 
countries  went  to  help,  including  volunteers 
from  the  U.S.,  which  was  not  on  friendly 
terms  with  Iran. 
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A  blackout  Aug.  14  left  people  from  Maine  to 
Michigan  in  the  dark.  People  were  trapped  in 
elevators  and  on  subways  and  traffic  snarled, 
yet  this  hotel  clerk  continued  to  work. 
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The  flu  season  arrived  earlier  and  stronger 
than  usual,  leading  to  packed  emergency 
rooms,  closed  schools  and  the  deaths  of 
some  children.

John  Allen  Muhammad  and  Lee  Boyd  Malvo 
were  found  guilty  in  the  Washington,  D.C. 
sniper  shootings.  Meanwhile,  at  least  a  dozen 
shootings  similar  to  those  near  Washington 
occurred  near  Columbus,  Ohio. 
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A  magnitude-6.5  earthquake  was  felt 
in  December  from  San  Francisco  to  Los 
Angeles,  killing  three  people  and  destroying 
historic  buildings  in  Paso  Robles,  including 
the  wooden  cupola  that  housed  the  old  two- 
story  clock  tower. 


The  nation  followed  the  case  of  Scott 
Peterson,  who  was  to  be  tried  in  the 
deaths  of  his  wife,  Lacy,  and  their  unborn 
son.  Lacy's  disappearance  Dec.  24,  2002, 
sparked  a  massive  search  in  the  Modesto, 
Calif. ,  area .  Both  bodies  washed  up  on  shore 
in  April  2003. 
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Celebrations  in  Vatican  City  in  October 
marked  the  25th  anniversary  of  the  papacy 
of  Pope  John  Paul  II.  During  the  occasion, 
the  83-year-old  pope  beatified  Mother 
Teresa,  the  nun  who  devoted  most  of  her 
life  to  caring  for  the  sick  and  destitute  in 
Calcutta. 


Nations  made  preparations  in  case  the  virus 
SARS  (Severe  Acute  Respiratory  Syndrome) 
decided  to  return  this  winter.  SARS,  a  flu- 
like illness,  began  in  early  2003  in  Asia, 
where  many  people  wear  face  masks  for 
protection. 


An  improving  economy  in  late  2003  sparked 
hope  for  the  nearly  nine  million  unemployed 
Americans.  President  George  W.  Bush 
continued  to  offer  reassurance  that  the 
economy  was  picking  up,  such  as  during  his 
visit  to  a  Maryland  Home  Depot  store. 


More  than  20  people  died,  at  least  1,100 
people  lost  their  homes  and  thousands 
were  evacuated  as  California  wildfires  roared 
from  the  Simi  Valley  south  to  San  Diego  in 
the  fall.  Schools  closed  and  airports  were 
shut  down. 
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Taking  a  cue  from  many  states,  President  George  W.  Bush  signed  into  law  a  federal  "do  not  call" 
list.  People  can  request  to  be  on  the  list  and  avoid  calls  from  many  telemarketers. 

Get  your  rest  before  you  get  behind  the  wheel  in  New  Jersey.  The  state  has  become  the  first 
to  have  a  law  against  drowsy  driving.  Under  the  law,  a  driver  who  causes  a  fatal  crash  can  be 
charged  with  vehicular  homicide  if  there  is  evidence  the  driver  was  sleepy. 

A  homesick  man  thought  it  would  be  cheaper  to  fly  himself  home  as  cargo,  but  officials  said  he 
paid  about  the  same  as  a  first-class  ticket.  Charles  McKinley  shipped  himself  in  a  crate  from 
New  York  to  his  parents'  home  in  Dallas  in  a  1 5-hour  journey  that  had  officials  concerned  about 
the  lack  of  security.

Alabama  Chief  Justice  Roy  Moore  was 
removed  from  the  bench  in  November  for 
refusing  a  federal  judge's  order  to  remove 
the  Ten  Commandments  from  the  Alabama 
Supreme  Court  building.  Protesters  prayed 
at  the  site. 


The  U.S.  government  insisted  our  beef  supply 
was  safe,  despite  the  first  case  of  mad  cow 
disease  reported  in  Washington  state.  Several 
nations  banned  U.S.  beef  imports. 


Events  worldwide  marked  the  15th  annual 
World  AIDS  Day  Dec.  1 .

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Huge  crowds  watched  professional  golfer 
Annika  Sorenstam  of  Sweden  play  in  the  PGA's 
Colonial  tournament.  The  first  woman  to  play 
a  PGA  tour  event  in  58  years,  Sorenstam  shot 
5  over  par  and  missed  the  cut. 
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Andy  Roddick,  21 ,  won  his  first  grand  slam 
title  of  his  career  when  he  captured  the 
men's  singles  title  at  the  2003  U.S.  Open. 
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The  WUSA  women's  soccer  league  folded 
five  days  before  the  Women's  World  Cup. 
The  league  was  unable  to  sustain  its  fan 
base  and  revenues  following  its  win  in  the 
1999  tournament.  Germany  won  the  cup 
this  year. 
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Sexual  assault  charges  filed  against 
basketball  great  Kobe  Bryant  tarnished  his 
image  with  fans  and  sponsors.  Bryant  earned 
millions  playing  for  the  Los  Angeles  Lakers, 
but  he  started  losing  endorsements  worth 
millions  of  dollars. 


NASCAR  officials  changed  the  scoring 
system  starting  in  the  2004  racing  season 
to  make  the  last  10  races  a  "Chase  for  the 
Championship. " 
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Pete  Rose  finally  admitted  it.  The  former 
slugger  said  in  his  autobiography  he 
gambled  on  baseball  while  manager  of  the 
Cincinnati  Reds.  Rose  was  banned  for  life 
from  baseball  in  1989,  making  him  ineligible 
for  the  Baseball  Hall  of  Fame. 
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and  was  drafted  by  the  Cleveland  Cavaliers 
the  next,  dazzling  NBA  fans.  Point  guard 
LeBron  James  scored  25  points  in  his  first 
professional  game. 


Bethany  Hamilton  returned  to  surfing  despite 
losing  her  left  arm  to  a  shark.  Bethany,13, 
began  competing  again  several  weeks  after 
the  attack. 


D.C.  United  signed  14-year-old  soccer 
phenom  Freddy  Adu  to  a  four-year  contract. 
Adu  signed  with  the  Major  Soccer  League  of 
the  U.S.  after  being  pursued  by  several 
international  teams. 


The  New  England  Patriots  overcame  the 
Carolina  Panthers,  32-29,  in  Super  Bowl 
XXXVIII,  a  game  that  pitted  two  strong 
defensive  teams.
